Resolved, That war, nnd all preparations for
war, tend to develop and strengthen the animal
pussions and propensitics ol humsn nature ut
the expense of love, justiee, truth, mercy, for-
giveness, and all the more spiritual clementy;
therefore, as spiritoalists, we caonot consist.
eutly engage in a practice, nor identiry our-
selves with a svstem of violence and blood that
g0 directly nnd necessarily tends to develop and
strengthen wrath, revenge, and every sensoal
passion, and subjugate the spiritual to the
carnitl—the god (o the animal.

BEORGANIZATION —A BREERZE,

Mr, Gardner movea the appointment of 4 com-
mittee of one trom each Stute to revise and re-
orgauize the plan of the Convention, a«set forth
by the Philadelphia Convention. He wanted
this Convention 1o be recognized as a national
organization, representing the spiricualism ot
the country, He was oppozed to the continued
authority ol the Phnladelpbia Convention.

A delegate from Philadelphia inguired why it
was that the chairman could entertain such o
motion. Was not thus Convention called under
the authority of the Philadelphia Convention?

Mr. Toohey stated that they were told in Phi-
ladelpbia that there was no intention to control
this Convention. It was evident that there was
an intention to pull wool over the eyes of tho
Convenuon, aod to cram down their throuts o
gae whieh, though successtul in Philadelphia,
should not sneceed in Rhode Island,

Mr, Fish insisted upon & point of order:
that the whole suoject was out of order, ac-
cording lo all ecclesinstical law nnd all par-
humentary law.

IPEE DIGIT.

Mr, Gardner sald that Mr. Fish had been so
long encaged in exercimng ecclesiasiical autho-
rity, thut he could not get over the hubit, and
wanted to exercise his dpse digit. He demea
the authority of any committes to choke down
di-cussion. He appealed from tae decision of
{he chair.

OHOKIN G,

Mr. Pish did not want to choke anybody, He
hurled back the lmputation,

The discussion was continued at length, and
Messrs, Bacon, Chuse, Finney, and others par-
ricipated, The dispo-ition of the supporters of
Mr. Gardner seemed to be to get the Couvention
o adopt some dednite plan of action. They
wanted the spiritualists of Ameriea to have
some speciic purpose—something positive and
nbvious to work for. The impression of this
sitle seemad to be that there was nn intention
op the purt et cerfain wirepunllers to control
the Convention so as to make it & mere alglng
copoern.

BEHIND THE SCHENES,

Mr. Toohey gave a ghmpse of the doings st
Pluladelphia, where, according to his accoant,
some delegates held posseasion of three or fouy
offices 1n order to keep the control away from
certgin parties opposeid Lo the wire-pullers, He
hud no respect for the Quurch or ecclesiastion)
volicy. All the idiots jn the world could not
make a worse syastem than the ecolesiastical
system. He wunied the Convention to recog-
nize the right of everybody in the Conventionto
be heard,

Mr, Btorer affirmed that it was utterly im-
procticuble Lo pass resolutions thar could be
cousidered as a oread or artleles of faith, He
Wis in favor of such an organization oaly out-
smde of the organization of apiritualism, He
belioved it impracuicable to adopt any ereed
w bich would be unanimously approved by the
Convention,
